NEBRASKA AT OMAHA

The Dundec-Mernorial Park (Neighborhood) Association 
(DMPA) thinksithasthesolutionto UNO’scxpansionproblem: 
Ak-Sar-Ben, 

The association, of more than 400 local residents and busi- 
nesspeople, sent a letter to the University of Nebraska Board of 
Regents, the Douglas County Commissioners and UNO Chan- 
cellor Del Webcrtoexplainthercasoning behind the suggestion. 

Lou Carticr, Director of University Relations, believed the 
letter was promptedby recentmediaaltention tothe university’s 
ten-year master plan which slates dorms for UNO, 

According to the letter, “As adjoining neighbors to the 
campus of the University of Nebraska, we are deeply concemed 
about University facilities spilling over into our neighborhood, 
Wearetroubled thatirreptaceablehistorichomes—somencarly 
one hundred years old — might be mzed to make way for 
expansion plans.” 

“On dhe other hand, as Nebraskans and Omahans, we take 
pride in the University of Nebraskaat Omaha and we wish to see 
it continue to progress as a first-class institution of higher 
learning, 

“Luckily a solution is now at hand for both the University of 
Nebraska at Omaha and the neighborhoods surrounding it. That 
solution is Ak-Sar-Ben.” 

Douglas County bought Ak-Sar-Ben in December and, ac- 
cording to DMPA, it is a logical place to build dormitories, 
athletic fields, parking garages or other university facilities, 

Apressreteasesaid County Commissioner Steve McCollister 
told Dundee-Memorial Park residents he is open to any ideas 
UNOhasto participate with the county inthe developmentof the 
property. HealsotoldthemUNO mightbeable toobiain Ak-Sar- 
Ben atno cast, since both then would be government properiy. 

UNO Student President/Regent Mike Farquhar said he be- 
lieves itis a litte early to tell what will: come of the suggestion. 

“] think it’s a good idea to look into all the possibilities,” 
Farquhar said, “It’s ali still in basic stages. (We'd have to sce) 
what land we could acquire and if the regents will allow dorms, 

“If we don’thave a place for them to live, ithurts recruiting.” 

The Gateway was unable to contact Weber for comment.

This illness, combined with the stress of 
being sidelined by an injury, proved tobe the 
spark that lit his fuse. 

Unfortunately, an innocent victim's life 
was affected by the blast.

No one is trying to justify what Baldwin 
did. There is no way we can. 

No, Scott Baldwin is not a god. He is only 
a person — a person who feels pain just like 
Gina Simanck.

Thethrecinterviewed students generally agreedtheusual way to 
pay for the expense is to go into debt. None of them said they had 
problems with securing loans, 

One encounging thing to note is the three students said they 
thought UNO prepares students well to attend medical school. 
Professor William Degraw’s biology class and Associate Professor 
James Hagen’sorganic chemistry class werecitedasbeing particu- 
larly helpful in preparing for the courses at the Med Center by the 
students, 


Another concem pre-med students have is what score they will 
need on the MCAT, or medical school entrance exam.
